■ Governor of the Province of 
British Columbia.

Kegiou of the ■World Where 
Miningr Enierprise Has More 
Reasonable Prospects. 



(From tUe St. Jiimes Gnzotte, London.) 

Not everybody knows that on the 
Pacific elope of British North America 
there is one of the great auriferous re- 
gions of the world. But certain well- 
.nformed persons in the city do know 
that, and tliey would not be at all sur- 
prssed if before long there wore a 
" boom " in Columbian gold compar- 
able with those which have enriched 
many, and impoverished rather more, 
over South Africa and West Australia. 
Not that a boom is what the wisest folk 
in British Columbia \s-ant. On the con- 
trary, though they would heartily wel- 
come the genuine British capitalist in- 
vestor, Ihey don't at all desire the atten- 
tions of the Britiah speculator and tiie 
British promoter. " We can do our own 
j)romotiiig iuid sneculatint;, thank yon," 
Bay these shrewd and luird-headed set- 
tlers ; and as most of the claims worth 
having are now in solid local hands and 
not likely to be parted with except for 
uncommonly good consideration, tiie ad- 
venturous linanciuij; eentleman on tlie 
lookout for a " vondor's " prolit will not 
do much in British Columl)ia. Itiit a 
Rood judges think the province li:is 
future, now that tlie Canadian Pacilic 
has opened it and annihilated that e.\ 
cessive remoteness from the world's cen 
tres which has held it back so long. 

On this and other matters connected 
with the province there is nu better 
aathority than the Hon. Edgar Dewd- 
ney, Lieutenant-Governor of Briti.sh Co- 
lunibiii, who has been on a brief visit to 
London. Mr. Dewdney is one of the 
pioneers of British Columbia who went 
out to that country nearly forty y 
ago, in the gold rusli to the Fraaer Riv- 
er, which for a time threatened even to 
rival that of California and drew 30,000 
miners from that state. Tlie Lieutenant 
Governor, a bronzed middle-aged gen- 
tleman, whose manne'- has that pleasant 
mixture of English repose and Yankee 
alertness characteristic of the Canadian 
eoioniat of the West, talks freely of his 
experiences. He telle you how he went 
out to Vancouver in '59, when Sir Ed 
ward Lytton was Colonial Secretary and 
was inducing a good many young'Eng 
lishmen of good family to try their luck 
in his pet colony. "It was the articles 
in the newspajjers on the new gold fields 
which took me out," says Mr. Dewdney 
" I remember reading in the Times how 
gold could he picked uj) in the streets of 
Yale." 

" I hope you got a few nuggets, Mr 
Dewdney?" said our re))re8entative. 

" Well, sir," replied the Lieutenant 
l.lovernor, " there wan gold in the streets 
of Yale. But," he added drily, " it was 
not present in payable quantities." 

Then Mr. Dewdney explains how the 
early rushes died down. It was the re 
moteness of the province that cliecked 
immigration. We regard British Colutn 
Ilia now as a part of the Dominion of 
Canada; but tiiirty years ago (Jueb 
was furtlier from Vancouver than it now 
id from Peking. Tlie early colonist 
mostly went by sea, via Panama o 
round Cape Horn. But there are men 
in British Columbia to-day who made 
the long journey by wngoii across tl 
Northwest — a journey of weeks and 
months. Hundreds "died by the way 
and left their bones to blench upon the 
great plains. Then when they had got 
into the province it was hard to make 
way into the gold districts among the 
valleys and passes of that Alpine land of 
mountains and magnificent scenery ; and , 
when the gold was won, difficult and 
costly to get it to the world's 
markets. And, in spite of all these oii- 
stacles, there was a great g(jlti industry 
in British Columbia for years. As a 
matter of fact, some lifty million dollars' 
worth of gold has been taken out of the 
alluvial washingH of the Cariboo region 
and the Fraser river. But some of the 
rivers got worked out, and the appli- 
ances in the liands of the miners were 
not suflicient to make quartz-mining 
pay. 

" Now, however," said our representa- 
tive, " I understand that the great min- 
ing enterprise of the province is the 
search for reef gold in Cariboo? " 

"That is so. The alluvial washings 
are still being worked, and in the Koot- 
enay region there is a great silver and 
gold industry ; besides which prospect- 
ors are at work all over tlie country 
looking for new deposits. When I was 
steaming down the Columbia river, not 
many weeks ago, I ."aw prospector.s, who 
had been u|) in the mountains looking 
for new veins, coming ilown to meet the 
steamer at every turn of the river. But, 
of course, the main centre of activity is 
the lo.ver Kootenay districts, just nortli 
of the United States boundary. Here 
are some enormously rich mines, 
like ilie Le Koi and the War Eagle, 
already at work a;Dd smelting large 
iiuantities of rich ore; and no donbt be- 
fore lon^ there will bo many moreqnite as 
productive. Immense numbers of claims 
have been pegged out, and within the 
• last couple of years the towns of Trail 
and RoBsland have sprung into exist- 
ence, and already there are all the signs 
that a largo pojiulalion will speedily bo 
attracted to the district. There ought 
to bo 100,000 people living in the Koote- 
nay district in the course of the next two 
or three years. The coinjilotion of the 
new branch, the Columbia and Western, 
between Itopsland and Trail, has greatly 
helped to open up this region. Until re- 
cently most of the ore hacl to be sent 
into the United States to be smelted. 
Now we have smelting works at Trail 
Creek, and shall be able to deal with the 
ore on the spot. There is no doubt that 
some of the mines besides those men- 
tioned will turn oat to beef phenomenal 
richness." 

" Is it a country for the small capital- 
ist?" 

"Hardly; as a general rule, perhaps 
no now gold-mining country is quite 
healthy for anybody but the' man who 
can ullbrd to lose a little money at the 
Hlart. Moreover, our Kootenay go!d- 
seyking is not poor man's njining. You 
cannot start with no bettor outlit than 
a pick and shovel and a tin pan, as wo 
need to do in the old alluviuidays. In 



the Kootenay it is deep-level work. 
They are working already at a depth of 
COO or 000 feet and hope to get down to 
1,500 or 2,000. This means a consider- 
able outlay in plant and labor. Power- 
ful boring'macliines and drills are neces- 
sary, with good pumps and engines, and 
expensive operations have to bo carried 
ou before you can begin crushing. Our 
mines will need a fair provision of work- 
ing cai)ital, if they are to bo made to 
jiay. Given these conditions, willi pru- 
dence and sound management, and I be- 
lieve there is no region in the world 
where mining enterprise has a more rea- 
sonable prospect of abundant reward 
than in the Kootenay." 

" I believe the provincial government 
is anxious to encourage immigration, is 
it not?" 

"Yes. As has been said, we don't 

want the speculator and the wildcat 
financier : nor is there much room for 
him. But we do everything to encour- 
age bona lido settlers, and, of course, 
wo want to see lOnglish capital attracted 
to the country. As it ia, some of the 
richest mines' have been developed by 
American capital. But there ia no rea- 
son why Englishmen, as well as iMigliah 
money, should not go there, when they 
understand all the possibilities of this 
line countrv, which is now a fortnight 
from your doors." 

" I suppose I need hardly ask you. 
Governor Dewdney, whether the move- 
ment for annexation to the United 
States, of which Mr. Goklwin Smith 
tells US in the old provinces of the Do- 
minion, has made any headway in your 
province? 

" None at all, I should say," replied 
the Lieutenant-Governor. '| We are 
very good friends with our 'southern 

neighbors. But we joined the Canadian 
Confederation of our own free will and 
for very sorud reasons, and wo are (juiie 
conten't to remain in it. To be partners 
in the great Doiiiiiiioii , and loyal sub- 
jects of the (iueen, will suit us very well 
on the Pacific slo))e, whatever others 
may feel. But I believe there is no real 
annexation sentiment iu any part of 
Canada." 

EYES ON BlilTISH COLUMBIA. 

Immense Number of Capitalists En Route 
for This Province. 

WiNsn'KO, Sept. H. — (Special)— Every 
train from the East that passes through 
the city has on board capitalists who are 
turning their attention towards the rich 
gold fields of British Columbia. Among 
those who went West to-day was Lieut 
Macpherson, of the 87th Highlanders, 
who will spend some time in the Koote- 
nay and Rossland districts with a view 
to taking up a few favorable locations. 
Accompanying him were two experts, 
D. D. Tay and W. D. Mannton, who will 
prospect.

every pound of freight from San Fran- 
cisco was discharged in Ksiiuinuilt and 
lightered into Victoria and delivered, he 
still found time to carry on a profitable 
contract for supplying the navy with 
water and coal.

An Able Paper by Rev. Mr. Gordon 
Presented to the Presby- , 
terlan Convention. 



Interesting Proceedings of 
Second and Last Day of the 
Annual Sesaion;

Tlio delegates in uttendance at 
Presbyterian syiiodical Sunday school 
convention reassembled at ft o'clock yes- 
terday morniiig in the First cfaarcb, 
Pandora avenue. This well known place 
ot worship had in honor of the impor- 
tant occiaion been decorated witli 
flowers, the uiTiingeinent of wliicli re 
fleeted much (Tcdit ui)on the artistic 
taato of the young ladies responsible for 
the traustornialiou scene. Tlie walla at 
the rear of the platform were Imr- 
nioniously oniaiuenteti with Sunday 
school banners — some belonging to the 
school of the First church and others to 
that of St. Andrew's, and all contrib- 
uting to the general good effect. A large 
white banner with a blue border had 
these words in gold letters, "Faith, 
Hope and Charity — First Presbyterian 
Church Sabbath School, Organized 
1804." This was the first Presbyterian 
Sunday school in Britiali Columbia, 

Excellent addresses and jjiipers were 
given durinv; the forenoon on the follow- 
ing subjects: "The Bible, a hook to ho 
Btudied," by Kev. J. A. LoRau; " Ttie 
Bible in tlio homo," by Rev. W. L. 
Clay; "The Bible in tlio teachers' meet- 
ing," by Rev. J. C. Forster; "The 
Bible to be studied by the aid of lesson 
helps," by* Mr. J. Burkholder; and 
"The Bible illuminated," by Rev. A. B. 
Winchester. 

In tlie afternoon papers and addresses 
were given on " How to conduct n model 
Bchool," by Rev. J. S. Gordon of Van- 
couver; " The teacher as a citizen," by 
Mr. J. McQueen ; " Mistakes in Sunday 
Bchool teaching," by Rev. Dr. Campbell ; 
and "The Sunday school libraiy," by 
Miss MacNab. The following is Mr. 
Gordon's paper, which is a fair specimen 
of the papers and addresses of the con- 
vention, and raorited the attention of a 
larger number of Sunday school workers 
than were present during the day : 

"For my^uidonce in the preparation 
of this paper, I am indebted to men of 
wide experience in Sunday school work, 
for many of the ideas which I advance. 
I have examined very carefully methods 
recommendeii by Sunday school work- 
ers in Nova Scotia. By ihreo year's e.\- 
perience and observation as a teacher in 
Montreal, I have ascertained what is 
generally believed there to be the model 
school ; and, hy a brief experience in 
this province, i have learned what some 
at least among us regard as the ideal 
way of conducting a Sunday school ses- 
sion. This, however, is noticeable — the 
opinions of those who may be allowed to 
be competent judtre.<! on thi"* question 
vary in many particulars. This diver- 
sity of opinion is doubtless due to the 
different stand |)ointB from which the 
question is viewed. The model school 
of Haliiiix may not be the best for Mou- 
treal and it may bo even worse for this 
western land. My endeavor, theret ire, 
in writing on this theme will be to 1 )ok 
at it, as nearly as possible, from a west- 
ern standpoint, and, at the same time, 
to recoinuiend any features in east r i 
methods wliich 1 think might be 
prolitably introduced here. I realize, 
liowevHr, that my few montlis' experi- 
ence in British Columbia aa a Sunday- 
school work«r is not snfHcient to make 
me as competent a judge ou the ques- 
tion before ua as many of you are who 
aie present. All I can hope, therefore, 
is that my remarks may call forth from 
you criticism and honest discussion 
whicli will be edifying to those of us 
assembled to leam as well as to teach. 
To begin with, to have a model Sunday- 
Boliool we must have a model superin- 
tendent. In him certain traits of char- 
acter lire indispensable. He frequently 
is and, I think, always should be, one of 
the church elders, with the ((ualilica- 
tions for such as laid down by Paul in 
his letter to Timotliy (1 T. iii, 21). He 
should bo .an energetic, enthusiastic 
man, n good organizer, a man born to 
rule, and still to he loved, honored and 
respected by old and young. In short, 
shoulil be a man filled with God's spirit 
and whose sole desire as a Sunday-school 
worker is to bring boys and girls to a 
knowledge of the truth. Next in im- 
portance to thesuperintendentcomes his 
'Staff of teachers. Whether our schools 
are to be mod«l schools or not depends 
largely on the etBciency of these. I would 
strongly recommend that they be all 
•church members, and that ot the highest 
order. They should be conscientious 
workers; and, if they are, their place in 
the school will never be found vacant. 
If they cannot be there themselves, they 
will send substitutes or notify the sup- 
erintondeut in time for him to secure 
tbein. To have a model school tliese 
model tisachers should come prepared to 
tench. They should be thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the lesson, and know before 
taking their places with tlieir scholars, 
just what truths they wish toimpartand 
how beet to impress them upon theyoung. 
To this end the teacher needs to be a 
student. There cannot be a model 
Sunday school if one or two or more 
teachers meet their classes so poorly pre- 
pared for their work that their teaching 
as neitlier instructive nor interesting. 
We liear much complaining now-a-day 
of the bad conduct of ohildren in Sun- 
day school classes. I know of no better 
retuedy for this evil than this— give thetn 
an energetic, wide-awake, entluisiaatic 
teacher. Such a teacher will soon 
arouse, even in careless and indifferent 
Bcholarrt, an interest in the lesson taught. 
Thus we will have model children; and 
these are most cisentialin the formation 
of a model school. A word or two more 
may ho in order in our description of 
model boys and girls in a model Sunday 
school. 'They should come to their 
cli'sses having, at least, a general idea 
of tile lesson they are to study. Their 
60 coming will depend, among other 
things, largely on the teacher's honest 
efforts to create within them an enthusi- 
astic interest in Bible study. Enough, 
I think, has been said regarding the 
kind of i-hildren that go to make up a 
model schoal. Now, for a word as to the 
."iV.e anil general character of each elas: 
The number of

who teacli them Hiniii'lliiiii/ at lionie, the 
class may contain ten or twelve. If 
their homo training is 'leglected, 
teacher may tiiul half that number quite 
siiliicient. In i;lansea where the children 
range in age from eight to eigliteen, the 
number of t-cholara sliould I'Ot exceed 
six or seven, unleaH they are better be- 
layed children than are commonly 
found. For scholars over eigliteen years 
of age there should be a teacher for 
every sixteen, uiilesa there be separate 
ooma for the Bible classes. U iider such 
circnniGtances, a competent teacher may 
o good work with a class of forty or 
even more. Another feature in a model 
school is a Bible in the hand of each 
scholar, instead of a lesson-leaf 
from which ready-made answers 
may be, and too frequently are, 
stolen when a question is asked by the 
tea9her. Give each child a Bible and 
teach him to use it. Teach him to think 
for himself as he rends his Bible, and 
you have accomplished much. Another 
advantage in banishing the lesson-leaf 
from the class is that it obligee children 
to commit to memory at home the gold- 
texts and catechism questions 
instead; of depending on ingenious 
theft in cla.ss to conceal their ignorance. 
The use of the Bible in the Sunday 
school will also iiial^e the children fami- 
iar with the book itself, as they could 
not olherwi-if Ijc Tnin benedt is ines- 
timable. In a model Sunday school 
there should bo good singing, 'To secure 
tnis, some enthusiastic young man or 
young woman should be got to play the 
organ and organize a choir composed of 
such musical talent aa can be obtained 
from the different classes. This choir 
need not be large. Quality should be 
the first requisite in its members ; regu- 
larity and punctuality in their attend- 
ance, the second. As a further equip- 
ment of an ideal Sunday school, there 
should be a secretary — a^man of business 
ability, who will do his work in a eya- 
tematic niannor. For this position, we 
need a man who need seldom or ever be 
away from his post, for liis work is such 
as cannot be doiio well by a mere nov- 
ice. Last but not least in the stafl' ot 
officers come the librarian and his 
assistant, who Blioukl beat their posts 
in the library every day during the 
school hour. The above list we may re- 
gard as the machine work of a model 
school. The following I would suggest 
as an outline of the work of an ordinary 
sDasion ; The time (or opening being fix- 
ed, say for S p.m., otiicers and teachers 
should be in their places five minutes 
earlier to attend to their various duties 
and to greet the scholars with a kindly 
glance as they come .filing in during 
those live minutes. The hymn books 
may be i)laci!d by the doors so that 
scholars, otiicers and teachers can each 
get one as they enter. The library, too, 
should be so located that the children 
can pass by it and leave their books and 
orders for new ones as they enter the 
room. At the end of the five minutes all 
should be ill their plai'es— the organist at 
the organ , the choir on the platform 
near the organ, tlie clasaen, if the school 
be small, al I seated in a solid body in the 
front part of the room, or each class 
witli its teacher in its own place, if the 
BcliDol be large. The superintendent 
then takes his place at the desk, and, as 
the clock strikes three, calls the school 
to order by one ring of the l)ell. Perfect 
order should prevail ere he announces 
the opening hymn. 1. The singing of 
this hymn will occupy about ithree min- 
utes. '2. This is followed iby prayer, not 
by the superintendent, but by the offi- 
cers, teachers and scholars led by the 
superintendent. The superintendent 
should iiiipri'fis cHpecially upon the 
miudrt of thescholarB that, in this prayer, 
it iH their tlulyaiul privilege to coiiiniune 
witli Uod, and not to talk with each 
othi.ir while he himself prays alone. If 
he gets the children to realize this and 
to [iray to God as he leads them in a 
alioi i but appro))riiite jirayer of three 
miiiiUus, he has done much to secure a 
mo lei session. 3. After prayer another 
hymn, bearing on the lesson if i"'.^aible, 
should be sung. Tliis may be \cfy ap- 
propriately followed by the Lord's 
jjiayer repeated hy the school in concert 
while all reuiniu standing, I do not ■,ip- 
prove of allowing the otiildren to sit at 
this point in the opening exercises. It 
is apt to make tlieu less attentive, for it 
gives them a chance to talk behind the 
backs of seats and to remain in ignor- 
ance of those beautiful petitions which 
should ascend from every soul to God. 
I. Some recommend a review of last 
.Sunday's lesson at this point hy the 
Hiii)eriiit(;iident. I think, liowever, it ia 
best to dispense with il here, to be taken 
up at anoliier time. ISowhen the prayer 
id ended, the HuperinliMidciit again 
tnindicK liiri bell ami gives the order:

NOT AT ALL SURPRISING, 

The following paragraph is clipped 
from the Ottawa Evening Journal of the 
27 th ult. : 

It is a curious fact that gold and silver 
ore has to be sent to the United States 
from the mines of British Columbia to 

be smelted, while the coal used in the 
smelting is imported into the Statesfrom 
llritish Colunibia. One should think 
that Giiiuidiniis, havint; both the ore and 
the coal in tlieir own territory, ought to 
do their own eineltin^', Tliia they ciui- 
iiot do, however, till the g'lld and silver 
mines are connected wijhthe coal mines 
by railway. 

If the writer of the jiaragraph had 
ookeil at the nia)) of Drilish Columbia 
and thoiiylit ;i little about tlie physical 
featui-e- nf tlie country, lie would have 
sevn tliiit there is nothing at all " curl 
ous " in the fact that gold and silver 
ore has to be sent to the Uni- 
ted States from the mines of 
British Columbia to be smelted. British 
Coluiiibiu coal is taken from mines in 
the island of Vancouver and the golil 
anil ailver is found hundreds of miles 
distant from those mines, the interven- 
ing country being mountainous and not 
at all well supplied with railroad accom- 
modation. To convey coal or coke from 
Welliniiton or Nanaimo to Roasland ami 
Kaslo may not be ab-.olutely iinpoasible 
but] the route is so long, bo circuitous 
and transhipments would have to 
be so frequent that the coat 
of carriage would be far more 
than the owners of even the richest 
mines could afl'ord. It would, indeed, be 
"curious" it any sane man thought of 
attempting to supply the smelter it 
Rossland with coke from Vancouver Is 
land. 

What is singular is that vigorous ef- 
forts are not being made to supply the 
smelters of the Kootenay country with 
coal from the extensive coal fields known 
to e.xist in the vicinity of Crow's Nest 
Pass. A railroad from the coal district 
to the gold fields could be 
constructed at comparatively snia 
expense. The distance is not 
great and an abundant supply of good 
coal could be obtained in the district 
through which the projected Ciow 
Xest railroad ia to run. It would seem 
as if Nature had intended the country 
to be a prosperous mining region. She 
has placed all that ia required to make 
it one of the most flourishing mining 
countries on the face of the earth in 
close contiguity. All that remains is for 
man to make an intelligent use of her 
bounty, He has not yet done so, 
and it does not seem that 
he ia in a very great hurry "lo Uo it. 
There are "lions" in the way of his 
availing himself to anything like the ful- 
lest extent of the riches known to exist 
ill the Kootenay country. 

Besides, the road through the Crow's 
Neat Pass is absolutely neceasary to en- 
able Kastern Canada to take advantage 
of the prolitahlo trade of the new miiiint; 
region. For want of necessary railway 
acconimodalion not only is British Col- 
umbia ore smelted in the United 
States, but American merchants are get- 
ting the cream of the trade which the 
mining industry has created. How long 
is this slate of things to laat^ 



following description of the measure is 
from the Sydney Daily Tehsgraph : 

"The scheme ia that, if , tbi» >bill be- 
comes an act, a bare majority .of 'ratepay- 
ers in any borough or countyf^may bring 
it into force in that borough 'or county, 
and that every building in »,lie diatriit 
that is not insured shajl thenceforth be 
deemed. to be insured with the Govern- 
ment in a Buifa , equal to the actual insur- 
able value "'thereof. Within twelve 
months of this happy event the policy 
of every building insured with existing 
companies shall be cancelled, and after 
that the building must be insured with 
the Government. It is carefully provi- 
ded, however, that , the). Government 
manager may refuse to insure any build- 
ing wliich in his judgment represents a 
hazardous risk. Dubious risks will be 
handed over to the companies and 
that is all they will get." 

The Now Zealanders must be very 
much in love with Government tneddliiig 
it they put up with such a law as this. 
The Telegraph says that " the policy of 
meddling and coddling which the New 
Zealand Government have followed 
durinK the last five years, and whicli 
threatens to eventually necessitate the 
appointment of one policeman to auper- 
vise every one person might, consistent- 
ly, perhaps, order every house owner to 
insure." What excites our wonder and 
our admiration ia the very cool way in 
v.-liich the New Zealand (ioveriiment goes 
about monopoli/.ing all that is worth hav- 
ing in the fire insnr.ince buaiiiets, leaving 
the refuse to the insurance companies. 
We will be curious to hear what thoae 
couipaniea think of the way in which the 
Government, whose duty it ia to protect 
them, propoaea to treat them. New 
Zealand paternaliam is certainly the 
queerest of queer systems of adminiatra' 
tion.

Of course the wait 
tor the steamer was a long one, but oven 
thia could not quench the euthusiaam of 
the homestaying membera of the Bays, 
and when the CharmeV reached the har- 
bor the club house waa a blaze of taste- 
ful illuminations, while twenty-one 
giina boomed a royal .salute, and round 
after round of cheers rang out on tne 
night air in honor of O'SuUivan and his 
champion four. 

Their race, rowed Wednesday after- 
noon, was the great event of the second 
tlay of the regatta, and the aucceasful 
d<;[cnce of their championship honora 
ljy practically the same crew tliat won 
them for tlie Bays last autumn made 
one of the most popular victories of the 
carnival. There had been but one 
change in the boat since 1895, Widdow- 
6on replacing Wataon at the bow, and 
the composition of the four being: D. 
O'Sullivan (stroke), W. Scott, D. T. 
Jones and F. S. Widdowson (bow.) 
Their rivals in the great race this year 
were the Portlands, Vancouvera and 
Burrards, the Mainlandera alone 
pulling up a contest. The race 
waa, however, mortgaued to the 
Baya from the alart, and though the 
Vancouvera were beaten out by but two 
lengilia it could have been made double 
this distance had O'Sullivan and his 
crew BO decided.

ate, a ti espasa 'on t he part of the Van- 
couvera in the early part of the race 
causing the Victoria crew to stop rowing, 
while the collapse of the second oar in 
the BurMEfUsiioat also threw tMs crew 
out of the contest. '1 he Vancouver four 
finished well in front of the Portland 
men and were awarded the race, the 
protest entered by the Bays being dis- 
allowed. 

Victory again came to the navy blue 
and white in ttio junior singles, Scott, of 
the Baya, having little dilliculty in beat- 
ing ouD Ijaurenaon and Gordon, though 
all rowed skilfully and pluckily. 

In the profeaaional singles yesterday 
Bob .Johnston, the winner of llie inter- 
national amateur event of the lirat day, 
made hia debut in tlie other claaa, having 
for hia opponents McLean and \V. 
Russell, of Vancouver; Mt;Lean, of 
Kumloopa; and Martin, of Nunaimo. 
No one of this quartette ia air gooil a 
man as Dr. McDowell, the ex-cham- 
pion and representative of the United 
States in the interuational amateur 
aingles. The race nevertlielesa was 
(diiser and more exciting, JohiiBton lead- 
ing in .McLean, of Va'ncouver, by about 
a lengtti, with the others lost Ifftheiog. 

Again the Baya came to the front in 
the ihirtcen paddle caiioeTnce, the Bur- 
rards being viuKiuished, ;ind the re- 
gatta of the N. P. A. A. 0. thua coming 
10 a close. 

The victory in the senior foura carried 
witli it not only the cbaiiipioiialiii) but 
llie splendid silver trophy preaenteii by 
theC. !'. R. and valued at $:iOU, which 
the Bavs establisheil a strong claim to 
by their great win of last fall, and which 
one more victory will make the perma- 
nent property o'f the association.

THE MODEL SCHOOL. 

Continued from page Tliree. . 



New Yokk, Sept. 3.— Li Hung Chang 
interviewed at the Hotel Waldorf, re- 
eponse to the query whether he had any 

• unfavonible commenta to make, replied 
that he would not say anything ahout 
this country. Ho added, howes-er, that 
he thought there were too many politi- 
cal parties here, and asked why the 
newspapers did not bring them togetber. 
When aaked to malte a comparison be- 
tween this country and England, ho de- 
clined saying ho had nothing unfavor- 
able to say of either. In answer to a 
queation aa to what he had been most 
interested in, he said our tall buildings 
were very wonderful, but they would 
hardly do in China on account of the 
typhoons. He was asked whether he 
expected any modification of the Geary 
law, and he rejilied that he hoped for it. 

" Was your excellency influenced in 
determiuinij to go home through Canada 
by the treatment of the Chinese in the 
Pacilic Stales, and especially in Califor- 
nia?" 

" I choose to go through Cstuada for 
two reasons. First, buciuiso when I was 
high commissionei- in Cliiiia I was con- 
stantly receiving memorials iuul com- 
plaints from emigrants in San Francis- 
co that they were not allowed rights 
which under American law they were 
entitled to. My assistance was con- 
Btantly invoked to secure them these 
rights. Instead of being able to do so, 
your congress curtailed what rights they 
had, and nimio tiieir aituation worse. I 
do not go tlirough States where Chinese 
have been so treated, and I know that I 
would be besieged by Chinamen in Cali- 
fornia having complaints to make." 

The second reason, he said, ivas 
prompteil by his advanced age, which 
compelled him to take great care of his 
health. " I was told in China," he con- 
tinued, " that the steamship Empress of 
China waE the largest and most com- 
fortable of those on the Pacific coast, and 
I decided to go by way of Vancouver in- 
stead of taking a smaller steamship at 
San Francisco. 

" I wish to say more about the exclu- 
sion act. The exclusion act is mi.st un- 
- fair and most foolish, because it is ad- 
mitted by all who have studied political 
economy that competition, and competi- 
tion alone, will keep the market in good 
health, whether the market is one 
of commerce or of labor. Put 
aside from yottr minds that I am a 
high Chinese official and mandarin, and 
look upon me aa a man who is studying 
the beet interests of a country. I say to 
you that to exclude labor or cheap com- 
rnerce from your country is unfair and 
against the best interests of yout country. 
By excluding the Chinese aad taking tlie 
Irish you get inferior labor and pay 
Buperior prices for it." 

" A Cbmaiuan lives a more simple life 
than an Irishman, and the Irish hate 
the Chinese because tlie latter are the 
possessors of higli virtues. Is it fair to 
exclude my countrymen? If any gentle- 
man wishes to advance any argument in 
support of the exclusion of the Chinese, 
I will be pleased to hear it and answer 
him." 

No reporter cared to argue the quea 
tion and the following was put: "la 
there any desirable outlet for American 
capital in China?" 

"Wealth," said tlie ambassador, " ia 
only produced by capital, labor and land. 
China invites American capital, but it 
must be understood that the Chineae 
continue in control of their own coun 
try. General Grant, who was the best 
friend I ever had, gave me a piece of 
advice once, and that advice proved 
to me to he good, and I will 
always follow it. He advised me to 
invite all capital to China, but lie 
also advised me that any enterprise in 
China must remain in control of the 
Chinese government. We must main- 
tain sovereign rights to control any rail- 
roads or great works of improvement in 
our country." 

The viceroy stopped and looked around 
at the reporters. "Are you the best rep- 
resentatives of your papers?" he asked, 
"liecause if so, you are very poor repre- 
sentatives of your paoera." 

"Is your visit to this country one of 
commercial or of political significance?" 
jie was asked. 

The viceroy did not want to answnr 
this question, and ho evaded it by say- 
ing that the time had arrived for him to 
attend to other business and he must 
declare the interview closed. 



• ANGLICAN CHUKCH IN CANADA. 

General Synod Opened in Winnipeg— ICis- 
Bion Fund Consolidation, 

WiNNii'KO, Sept. 2.— (Special)— The 
general synod of the Anglican church in 
Canada was opened here this evening in 
Holy Trinity church. Delegates and 
bishops were present from all the diocese 
of the churches in the Dominion and 
marched in procession to the church 
from the school-house near by. Bishop 
Courtney, of Nova Scotia, delivered the 
opening sermon and after formal 
exorcises an adjournment was made 
till this morning, when the business 
eessiona will begin in St. Joliu's college, 
The various committees of synod were 
assembled to-day, jjreparing v,-ork for 
the business sessions. Tlie most im- 
portant committee was thaton misHioiis, 
which mot in the library of St. Johu'e. 
The Primate was in the chair and Rural 
Dean Purnian was. selected as secretary. 
The morning was spent in diacuseiiig a 
scheme for the consolidation of the mis- 
sion funds of the church under one 
board. This will be one of the most ini - 
portanfc matters coming before the 
synod, and will doubtless oe debated at 
conaiderable length on the floor of the 
housa.

^ VENEZDELAN DISPUTE. 

Rt. Hon. Joseph CbamberlalD Declares 
There Is Not a Man in England 

Who Wants to Fisht. 

New Youk, Sept. 3. — Right Hon 
Joseph Chamberlain, British secretary 
of state for the colonies, and Mrs. Cham- 
berlain, 'vere passengers on the Teu 
tonic. Mr. Chamberlain aaid that he 
came to visit Mr. ofid Mra. Endicott, 
the parents of his wife, at Danvers, 
Mass. He expects to return to England 
in a fortnight. Mr. Cliam berlain said : 
" The idea tfuvt I came to America to 
meet Secretary of State Olney and 
to confer with iiiin about the 
Venezuelan matter or any other 
public buainess, ia not true; indeed, I 
have no appointment witli Mr. Olney 
My visit ia a purely personal and domes 
tic affair." Continuing, ho said : " I do 
jiot think there ia a man in Great lirit 
ain who wants to light. It would be : 
terrible calamity much to be deplored 
I trust the Venezuelan matter will be 
amicably adjusted." As Mr. Cleveland 
aays himaelf , the findings of the Ameri- 
can commissioners are not binding, but 
we shall look for their report witli aa 
much interest as you in tho States, and 
hope that it will slied such a bright 
light on the whole matter in dispute 
tluu tlie affair cau be readily and easily 
adjusted to the satisfaction of both 
sides."

one circle of card 4}^ inches across and 
one of white satin inches across; also 
some tiny gilt spangles and three-cjuar- 
ters of a yard of narrow tinsel fringe. 
First cover the two larger cards each 
with gray silk, interlined, if tho silk bo 
poor in quality, with muslin. 

Interline tho white satin also and to 
the very center of it sew a forgctnienot 
flower snippe d from one of the sjirays. 
This should have a spangle for a center 
and bo caught down very neatly with 
fine blue silk. Sprinkle eight other 
flowers over tlio white satin, putti/ig 
them on in tlie same way and leaving 
jilenty of room for pins between them, 
liun a gathering thread round tho edge 
of tho satin, l;iy the latter right side 
downward and fill generously ^^•itll 
bran or cotton wool, lastly laying tho 
small circle of cartl on tho top and 
round tho edge of this gathering in tho 
drnwtliread very tightly. 

Glue or stitch this wliito cushion in 
the center of one of tho groy covered 
centers, fixing it quite firmly and con- 
cealing tho outer rim of tho cushion 
with sprays of forgetnieuot. These 
!U-e sewed down so that ctich slightly 
overlaps the former one until a perfect 
wreath is made. Sew on tho seccjnd 
gray covered circle, whicli forms tho bot- 
tom of tho cushion, and edge with the 
fringe. Baise tho forgetmenots so tliat 
these stand up slightly instead of lying 
quite flat round the onshiou. 



PATENTS ON PLOWS. 

The following statiatica are prepared 
specially for this paper by 'Messrs. 
Marion and Laberge, civil engineers and 
experts in all matters pertaining to 
patents, No. 185 St. James, Montreal. 

In the class of plows 10,34'2 patents 
have been granted by the U.S. Patent 
OtHce. A notable evolution in tilling 
the soil, over the primitive mode employ- 
ing u shovel blade, ia tho use of disks 
that penetrate the earth and revolve in 
contact therewith. In tho breaking of 
prairie land, cutting disks are adapted 
to break up at one operation a wide strip 
of ground. 

One hundred and ninety-one patents 
have been issued for steam plows. 

Another important type, which'" has 
received considerable attention since 
1870, emplovB a King of plows arranged 
to plow back . and forth, without turning 
like the well known hillside plow. Un- 
terlip No. 301,306, Julv 1. 1881, and Fay 
No. 5;50,9-19, April 2. '1895, show such 
macliine designed for iiorse- power ; 
while Sack's No. 386,162, July 17,1888, 
ia a heavier machine for use with steam 
power. 

Electricity is beginning to be employ- 
ed in the art of tilhij;e, as is shown in pa- 
tent to Roberts, No. 5U!), 551, November 
28, 1893. This ia aniiloeoiia to steam 
jdowa in its heavy ninttisimre construc- 
tion, deai^'iied for plowing hu'gu tri>.cta 
of level ground.

Lieut.-Governor Dewduey Speaka of 
His Recent Trip to tlie Old 
Country. 



That British Columbia is attracting 
continually increasing attention in Kng- 
land is borne out by Lieut. Governor 

Dewduey, who has just returned from a 
vacation trij) to the Old Country. The 
newsjiaDers and jieoplo who )iud money 
to invest were continually seeKiuf; in- 
formation from him about this province, 
which lias, on account of its wonderful 
mining development, been brouglit more 
prominently before the eyes of the Eng- 
lish public lately than ever before. 

"One i^reat reason for this growing 
interest," said tlie Lieut. Governor, 
in speaking of his trip, " is tlu' 
very favorable oiiinion tlie mining 
engineers and others sent out by Kw^- 
lish capitalists to examine the mining 
districts of the province, carry bajk 
with them." Reliable information of 
this kind naturally gives conlidenco to 
intending investors, and for that reason 
the Lieut. -GoTernor looks for a much 
greater How of money hero for invef^t- 
iiient in luiniug this year and next spring 
than liithieto. There is i)lenty of money 
in lOiiLdaiul waiting for an ojiportunity for 
investment in any part of the world that 
oilers a favorable lield; and now that 
British Columbia has come in for such a 
favorable and proniinent place before the 
Knglish public she will have her share of 
capit:'.'. for investment. 

To the ([uestion as to whether he had 
gone over to England in the interest ol 
any particular project, as had been 
charged by certain local papers, the 
Lieut. -Governor gave an emphatic nega- 
tive. 

" Is it a fact that you went over to 
England in the interest of Mr. Ileinze's 
railroad scheme?" was ne.xt asked. 

" Not any more than in the interest of 
otlier British Columbia schemes. My 
visit to J'jngland was for a vacation trip 
and to attend to some private matters of 
my own and at tlie same time I was glad 
Ui be able to generally assist the prov- 
ince Ijy giving any information in iiij 
power that would advance her interests. 
While I was there I was constantly con- 
sulted by people about one enterprise or 
another and was naturally always ready 
to give what information I could. J 
had not, however, a personal interest in 
any of tliein, nor do I propose to have 
any which would conflict with the offi- 
cial position I hold." 

Speaking further on the same subject 
the Lieut. -Governor remarked that he 
was anxious to assist in any way the 
building of railways east and west 
through the southern Kootenay country , 
So as to |)reserve for British Columbia 
the trade tliat otherwise went south to 
the United States. This was in line 
with the government's policy back in 
1805, when he built the trail into the 
Kootenay from Hope. British Columbia 
was in a similar position to-day. The 
Americans are getting tlie benefit of the 
trade from the southern part of Britiah 
Columbia, and every endeavor should be 
made to keep as much of our own busi- 
ness within ourselves as jjos;- 
aible. Any railway running (>a8t 
ami west through ilie rich Ivoule- 
nay (!ountry that would bring to 
the Coast cil^iea the trade that now goes 
to Spokane and other United Stales 
towns would be of general henelit to 
British Columliia, and he would like to 
see such a line constructed. Mr. 
Ileinze'.a scheme is in tliatdirection, and 
tlu; newly projected litie from the Coast 
through the Southern part of the prov- 
ince into the Jvootenay by way of Hope. 
Those, or soiiio other |>racticable route 
to connect at I'enticton with Mr. 
lleinze's charter, should be encouraged. 

As to how Mr. Heinze was progressing 
with the floating of the bonds for th(! 
Western division of the railway to l'(ui- 
ticton, the Lfeutenant-Governor did nut 
know. Mr. Heirize was travelling on the 
continent when )io left I':iiglan(l. 

In concluding, the Lieiiteuaiit-Gov- 
ernor remarked that Alberni was now 
beginning to he heard aoout in lOnglaiid , 
and he had been asked questiona as to 
tlie mineral resources of that jiortion ol 
Vancouver Island.

Delegates rrom Forty-cue' States 
and Three OPerritories Meet 
in Convention; 



A StiiTinff Appeal for the Very 
('■f ' Life of the Old-Time 



Indi.^nai'olks, Sept. 3.— Forty-one 
states and three territories, represented 
by 824 delegates, met yesterday in Tom- 
linson hall, as a cUmax of a six weeks' 
campaign, to repudiate the action of the 
Chicago convention end put forth a dec- 
laration of principles and name a presi- 
dential ticket. Senator Palmer, who 
called the convention to order, termed it 
the first convention of the National 
Democratic party, w'hilo others referred 
to it its the Democracy who held its last 
convention in 189"2. Admission to the 
hall was confined strictly to ticket hold- 
era. Inside every seat in the space re- 
served on the lloor for the delegates and 
alternates was taken, and the galleries, 
except on the tipiicr balcony in the rear 
of the hall, where the band was located, 
were i^onifortably well lilled without be- 
ing crowded, while the fhairs in the 
rear of the platform reserved for distin- 
guished guests were nearly all occupied. 
The decorations were brilliant and lav- 
ish. 

There was an unusually large number 
of ladies in the galleries anil in the 
chairs back of the stage, their bright 
gowns and hats heightening the general 
ell'ect of the scene. Jlostof them were 
from a distance, but some of the promi- 
nent ladies ()f Iudiii"apolis were present. 
Mrs. Hendricks, \vidow of the late Vice- 
President Hendricke, was especially 
conspicuous. 

Altogether it was an impressive ecene. 
The delegates Iheiiisolves werti an im- 
posing body of men. Among them were 
many who have for years been proini- 
nent'in national nff'tirs, and the councils 
of the Dciuocratii: party. Not a few 
were delegates to tlio Chicago conven- 
tion, iiicluding several chairmen of dele- 
gations, who returned here in the same 
capacity, except that whereas they wore 
hissed there for declining to participate 
in the proceedioga, their ^^ppearance 
here was the Bi(>nal for outbursts of ea- 
tliu«iaf^in. 

There was plenty of entbusiasni and 
denionalraliona were numerous. The 
delegates cheered at the sight of pro- 
minent men — in fact, at anything and 
everything. The " What's 'the matter 
man " was there and kept them busy. 
Every roferencfe to Mr. Cleveland was 
the signal for a scene, during which men 
cheered and waved wliatever they could 
get their bands on. Miniature flags 
found their way out of niysterioua re- 
cesses and were wildly waved on every 
occasion. 

The convention held two sessions, but 
got no further than effecting the per- 
manent organization. Ex-Gov. Flower, 
the temporary chairman, and Senator 
Caflfery, the permanent chairman, both 
delivered addresses, and Dr. Everett, of 
Maseacbusetts, and ,Iohn P. Irish, the 
Pacific coast orator, Voiced the spirit of 
the convention during interims in the 
proceedintiH. There was not a jar or 
hitch anywhere. The tein))er of the 
delegates was dispbiyed in the vigorous 
fashion with which the denunciation 
of the Chicago platform and its candi- 
dates were received. 

Governor l'"lower referred to Bryan as 
an "ambitious, unsteady and unsafe 
man," and a " demagogue an<l a word 
jugL'ier," with a revohitionarv band be 
hind him, and the rafters rang with ap- 
plause. Governor Flower's speech went 
somtwliat extensively into argument to 
show that bi-metallisui as proposed by 
the Chicago platform was a dream, and 
that the gold standard was responsihle 
lor high wages and low intereat rates on 
UKuiey. 

Senator CaU'ery, in a.sriiuuing the gav 
el as iiennunent (tliairnuin, made a ver 
ellective Kpt'ccli in the nature ol an ap 
peal for the life of iUu olil Dciiiocracy 
He painted the Dciiiocracy at Chicago as 
iniulgiugiu debauchery. I'.ut he said 
reason inuHl leiuia, and he appettled 
from " Democracy drunk to Democracy 
sober," and asked the convention 
to again " unfurl the flag never yet soiled 
by repudiation or stained with dis- 
honor." 

Dr. Everett made a stirring speech 
against sectionalism, and John P.'jrish 
likened fee "silver Democratic party" 
and the Republican party to twin 
daughters of the horse leech", both seelc- 
ing to raise the price of the necessities of 
life. In conclusion he predicted that if 
this coiiviuition did not succeed in van 
qiiiHliing both, it would at least leave 
one without a sister. 

I'lu-hupa the moat important action 
taken by the convention was the adop- 
tion of the recommendation to make the 
organization permanent, and to emjiower 
tli(^ national couiniittee apiiointed to t^all 
future conventions. This indicates a 
c:(uiteFt four years from now over the 
regularity of the two organizations, and 
may prove far-reaching in its ellect.

P. T. O'Connor's Fierce Attack 
, the Disruptionists Who Are 
V ' '^figtating'Jtlie Movethent. 



DfiiM.s, Sept. 0. — When the Irish 
National convention resumed its ses- 
BioDB yesterday morning there were 
rumors of war on every aide and little 
prospect of the harmony which the 
convention was organized to bring about. 

Rev. Father Flynn moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee on arbitration, 
composed of home and foreign delegates, 
with instructions to draft rules and a 
platform to unite all the factions of the 
Irish party. The motion was greeted 
with enthusiasm. 

P. T. O'Connor took the floor. His 
eloiiuenco aroused the first breeze of thi! 
day. Ho read Father Flynn's original 
regolution, suggesting that a committee 
be selected froiii the three sections of the 
Irinh inirliamentary party to jircpare 
a basis of union, which has since' 
been amended, and which was believed 
to have been written by Timothy >L 
Healy, M. P. O'Connor fiercely at- 
tackeil the " disrupt'onists " who are 
"lighting the convention with every 
dirty expedient." "O'Connor's attack 
on the Healyites was received with deaf- 
ening cheers from the Dlllonites. 

(janon Murnano, of London, objected 
to O'Connor's language, v/liieh, he said, 
'.vas defeating the oljject the convention 
had in view — to bring about unity among 
Irishmen of all sections. 

A scene of great disorder followed, 
until Canon Murnano was ruled out of 
order. 

Jlr. O'Connor then resumed his re- 
marks, and declared that the only way 
to kill dissension " was to crush it by 
the united determination of an angry 
people," and urged the convention to 
give Irish leaders the means of uniting 
the Pai'nellites with the Irish party- 
He appealed 'to the delegates to uphold 
cbifstitutiohal methods. « 
. The discud^ion of Father Flynn's reso- 
lution, the first test of strength between 
the Dillonitea and the Healyites, was 
long and bitter. The resolution \vas 
liiially withdrawn in the interest of bar 
niony. Later the convention adopteil 
reBolutions recording its conviction tliat 
it was important that the natioiial rep- 
reaentatives in parliament should be 
United on a home rule policy, in which 
every supporter of that policy would be 
Cordially received and treated according 
to his capacity to render service to the 
common cause. 

Edward Blake, M.P., moved a resolu 
tion recognizing as an essential elemeni. 
of an effective party, the hearty 
cd^peration and cheerful subordin- 
ation of each individual member 
of such a party. Mr. Blake spoke at 
length on this subject, and during 
the course of his remarks, asserted that 
a change was needful, aa otherwise there 
would be a collapse of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party. Continuing he said 
" We must abandon the ship or reorgan- 
ize the crew. The situation is intoler- 
able and must bo ended." 

0. H. Higgins, of Boston, I^Iass., sup- 
ported Mr. Blake's motion in a speech 
which was full of defense of England, 
and the resolutions were eventually 
adopted. 

John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party, who received 
an ovation when he arose to 
speak, moved the usual home 
rule resolutions, and called upon 
the men " whose names were the shib- 
boleth of factions," to meet in the au- 
tumn, abdicate as leaders and choose a 
new leader, to whom all can give un- 
broken support. 

The Convention then adjourned. 

,\ uieetingof the foreign deleuates was 
held lifter the convention adjourned, 
and, following an animated discusKion, a 
resolution was adopted that the foreign 
delegates would liereafter afford tinancial 
support to tin; party reported by the 
convention.

Sketcli of an InterestinR Character in Am- 
erican Pontics. 

Marcus Alonzo Hanna, who has gen- 
eral charge of the Republican Presiden- 
tial campaign, ia'a strong-brained, strong- 
framed, strong-willed man. He was 
born in New Lisboni^jOljio, on Septem- 
ber -4, 1837. His fittl'ier Leonard Planna, 
Was Ohio born, butof Virginian descent, 
and the family were members of tlie So- 
ciety of Friends orQuakers.
